LONDON’S BIG FIRE. 


A Large Number of Warehouses and 
Business Buildings Destroyed. 


THE FIRE DEPARTMENT UNABLE TO 
CHECE THE SPREADING FLAMES. 


Many Valuable Buildings Gutted—The 
Wite of Murderer Eyraud Granted a 
Divorce—A Curious Duel—The Military 
Force of the Vatican—Serious Situation 


in Argentine. 


Lonpon, Dec. 30.—A terrific conflagration is 
now (2p. m.) raginginthis city. The scene 
of the fire isin Queen Victoria and Thames 
streets, near Black Friars bridge. Numerous 
warehouses are blazing and London seems to 
be destined to suffer one of the largest and 
most destructive fres in its history of recent 


years. 
SPREAD OF THE: . 


Fourteen fire-engines were soon upon the 


scene and the firemen did their utmost, but 
with little success, to check the course of the 
flames. A high wind was blowing and it ma- 
terially added to the fury of 
the flames, while hindering the 
firemen in their efforts to save 
property. Terribie sheets of flame and 
clouds of smoke were frequently whirled dan- 
gerously near the struggling firemen who 
met with little or no succegsin the battle with 
the fiery element. The wholesale fur man- 
ufactory of Revillon Freres, extenging from 
No. 127 to 131 Queen Victoria street, was said 
to be doomed shortly after the fire gained 
strong headway. 
BUILDING AFTER BUILDING DESTROYED 

Following this news was the information 
thatalarge paper warehouse,a number of 
fancy goods storesand the Gulcher Electric 
Light & Power Co.’s building were also a 
complete prey to the flames. The flames 
spread as rapidly on gill sides as if there were 
no firemen or fire-engines present. Immense 
crowds of people. gathered on the bridges 
over the Thames and in the streets 
running down to the river 
where a good view of the 
conflagration could be had. Many 
people expressed the hope that this disaster 
would at last bring about reform in the Lon- 
don fire brigade and its long needed remodel- 
ing upon the plan of the New York fire depart- 
ment. It seems strange to many people, in 
view of the terrible fire of a week or soago, 
when nearly a dozen buildings were destroyed 
on Praed street, that old-fashioned manual 
fire engines should still be in use in the Lon- 
don fire brigade, while the steamers or steam 
fire engines in use seem to be utterly behind 
the times. 

SALVATION ARMY BURXED OUT. 

As the fire progressed it spread to the head- 
quarters of the Salvation Army and illumin- 
ated that red- painted block .and fire building 
ina most ominous manner. The Salvation- 
ists are working..wike begvers ig their efforts 
to place the records and other. property of the 
army in a place of safety before it is too late. 

SPREADING IN ALL DIRECTIONS. 

At this hour (4 p.m.) the fire is rapidly 
spreading in all directions. All the buildings 
from the corner of Bennet’s Hill to No. 135 
Queen Victoria street are either blazing 
fiercely or else are gutted, smouldering, with 
scorched, jackened shells around them. 
And all this ruin has been done, and much 
more is being done, to all appearances un- 
checked, inspite of the presence of twenty 
steam fire engines, two fire escapes anda 
large number of old ‘‘Manual’’ fire engines 
upon the scene. The latter, however, might 
just as well be in the British Museum as 
operating upon such a conflagration as this. 

FOUR BLOCKS BURNING. 

At the hour of sending this dispatch (4:30 p. 
m.) what would be termed in an American 
city four large blocks of buildings were in 
flamesand burnifig steadily. They will all, 
to judge from present appearances, be gutted 
by the flames. 

SCENE OF THE CONFLAGRATION. 

The scene of the fire is one where almost in- 
calculable damage can be done and is almost 
directly at the approaches of the Black Friar’s 
and Alexandria bridges. The commons are 
located only a short distance north to east, 
while the London Times office and the office of 
the London edition of the New York Herald are 
only a short distance away. The great tower 
of St. Paul’s Church is in full sight of the 
raging flames, and Ludgate Station is only a 
short distance north to west. The magnif- 
cent Royal Hotel is just across the way on the 
Victoria Embankment, near the intersection 
of New Bridge street. 

The row of mammoth warchouses along the 
north side of the Thames are in danger of an- 
nibilation, the prospects now being that even 
Cannon’s Station may be destroyed. 

Some of the most historic Buildings in Lon- 
don are contained in these quarters, One 
thing that is agitating the people who are 
concerned is the probability of the water sup- 
ply runniag short. Should this. occur, as it 
has done before, anda northerly wind com- 
mence to blow, the best part of London will 
be swept away. 

WHERE THE FIRE ORIGINATED. 

Upon the authority of the London fire brig- 
ade chiefs upon the scene ofthe disaster it is 
announced that the fire originated in the 
building occupied by C. Davidson & Sons, 
paper and paper felt manufacturers and 
Paper bag makers at 119 Queen Victoria 
street. This building extended back into 
Upper Thames street. It wasa large struct- 
ure and was completely gutted, as was also 
that of Adolph Franken &Co., manufactur- 
ers of pipes and importers of tobacco, at No. 
121 Queen Victoria street. 

Old St. Benet’s Church, Paul’s wharf, be- 
tween No. 22% and No. 226 Upper Thames 
street, afamous Welsh church, also caught 
fire, its blazing steeple forming oneof the 
most striking features of the grandly terrible 
scene. The firemen at one time managed to 
ohtain control of the fames at this point, and 
the conflagration, so far as St. Benet’s was 
concerned, was for-a time arrested. 

THE LOSS. 

Ati p, m. the flames had won another vic- 
tory over the firemen and St. Benet’s Church 
was completely destroyed. On the other hand 
the firemen, at that hour, had managed to 
save the Salvation Army Headquarters . from 
destruction, andit was announced that the 
members of the London Fire Brigade were 

more happy andin full control of the 


| situation and theruins. In other words, the

BOOTH’s SCHEME. 

LONDORX, ee '90,—Archdeacon Farrar, who

CHURCH ARMY LABOR HOME CIRCLE. 

LONDON, Dec, 30.—The Queen has sent her 
approval, but not a check, to the Church 
Army Labor Home Circle, which is the rival 
of Gen. Booth’s Salva Army plan for the 
redemption of ‘‘Darkest Engiand.’’ 

CUTTING DOWN MMPLOYES’ PAY. 

LONDON, Dec. 30.—Sevefal of the Bradford 
manufacturers in worsteds will cut down 
their employes’ pay largely with the begin- 
ning of the new year. Business at Bradford 
is in very bad rop#V “i, without signs of im- 
provement fn ‘future. 

PETTY GA. €IhG AMONG WOMEN. 

LonpDon, Dec. su.—The prevalence of petty 
gambling among wome) is a matter of con- 
cern to the authorities of the larger cities and 
manufacturing towns of England. Women’s 
clubs are formed, each person giving a shil- 
ling a week, andthe members throwing dice 
for the amount. 

CHRISTIAN FORCES DEFEAT THE MOSLEMS. 

LONDON, Dec. 30.—Advices from Uganda 
state that inarecent conflict on the frontier 
the Christian forces defeated the Moslems and 
peace has been established throughout the 
country. The Protestants have opened their 
new church, the services being attended by 
great crowds. Many natives accepted the 
Christian faith and were Daptized. 

The receipts of Egyptian cotton to date 
amount to 2,700,000 cantmrs, against 2,200,000 
cantars at the corresponding date last year. 

THE SCOTLAND RAISWAY STRIKE. 

GLASGOW, Dec. 30.—The aspect of the rail- 
road strike continues improve, from the 
standpoint of the railroad companies. The 
strikers are evidently discouraged and seem 
to lose heart more and mbre every hour. The 
North British Railroad Oo. is slowly, but 
surely, reopening its closed routes, and the 
passenger and freight traffic along its lines Is 
improving hourly. Some excitement was 
caused during the morning by the re- 
port that there had: been a  =~serious 
collision between the’ strikers and the 
men recently brought from England to work 
for the Caledonian Rafjiroad. The rumor 
proved to be exaggerated, and was simmered 
down to the fact that one of the strikers’ 
pickets seriously assaulted two of the English 
laborers who were doing their work onthe 
Caledonian road. 

A STAMPEDE EIKELY. 

LATER—The rallroad traffic has so improved 
that the railroad offictals have announced 
that so far as the . road is con- 
cerned, the strike isatav'end. The Glasgow 
& Southwestern Railltoad has reinstatdd many 
of its men. This action is thought likely to 
cause a stampede of the strikers, who are 
known to be anxious to return to work. 


Emperor William’s Sleigh Ride. 


BERLIN, Dec. 30.—The Emperor enjoyed a 
sleigh ride yesterday in truly royal fashion. 
Itis not for ordinary motals to have their 
snow laid down for them to order, but this is 
what was done for Willlam II. He had the 
road from his castle to the Brandenburg 
Palace gate thickly covered with the fresh 
snow which nature had not supplied in suf- 
ficient depths, and when the task had been 
completed he took a lively spin with the Em- 
press and the children, all seeming to enjoy 
themselves immensely. 

WANTED TO MARRY A NEGRG. 

BERLIN, Dec. 80.—It is reported here that 
Herr Plock, a wealthy merchant of’ Berlin, 
recently wentto Hamburg to bring an old 
maid daughter who had gone there for the 
purpose of meeting and marrying a Chicago 
darkey, with whom she had fallen in love 
while visiting an uncle in America. The 
darkey’s passage was paid back to America 
and the erring daughter breught home. 


Eyraud’s Wife Divorced. 

PARIS, Dec. 30.—The longtalked of divorce 
has, it is announced, been franted to-day to 
Mme. Eyraud, wife of Mithael Eyraud, the 
convicted murderer of Geuffe, now under 
sentence of death in the prijon of La Roquette. 

A DUEL EXCITING (URIOSITY. 

MARSEILLES, Dec. 30.—A jJuel which is ex- 
citing considerable curiogty and comment 
was fought near this city t-day. The prin- 
cipals are saidto be a Huagarian nobleman 
(believed to be the son of aa ex-Minister) and 
the son ofa distinguished Parisian. An al- 
leged triumph on the partof the wife of the 
nobleman and the Parisia is. understood to 
be the cause of the encouater referred to. 
The Keenest curiosity is marifested here and 
in Parisastothe identity oj the parties con- 
cerned. 


Solving the Behring Sa Difficulty. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Dec. 30.—A novel remedy 
for the Behring Sea difficulties is proposed by 
the Government press here. It is simply the 
purchase of Alaska by the Deminion Govern- 
ment. The papers proposng this policy 
point out that,even though alarge price were 
paid far the territory, it is worth more to 
Canada than it is to any othel power because 
of its contiguity to her territcry.

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O’Brien and Gill 
Boulogne-Sur-Mer. 


Parnell, Meet at 


THE IRISH LEADER ACCOMPANIED BY A 
HOST OF HIS LIEUTENANTS. 


The McCarthyites to Oriminally Prosecute 
Parnell—Mrs. O’Shea’s Efforts to See 
Mr. O’Brien—The Latter on the Dispo- 
sition of the Funds—Reporters Clev- 
erly Deceived. 


PaRIs, Dec. 30.—Za Presse of this city an- 
nounces to-day that the Parnell-O’Brien con- 
ference ‘vill take place at Paris, and not at 
Boulog..e-Sur-Mer, as generally supposed, La 
Presse 200s that the report circulated to the 
effect that the canference was to take place 
at Boulogne was intentionally sent out in 
order to throw offthe scent the armies of 
newspaper correspondents ‘and reporters 
who are watching every movement of the 
Irish leaders. 

BOULOGNE THE PLACE. 

Notwithstanding the anouncement of La 
Presse in connection with the Parnell-O’Brien 
conference, it is a matter of fact that but 
very few people seem to know where the 
actual meeting will take place. All sorts of 
rumors were circulated, but possibly to de- 
ceive the newspaper representatives and it 
was considered quite possible that Za Presse 
may have been mistaken. In any case, 
Messrs. O’Brien and Gill arrived at Amiens 
early this morning and they appeared to be 
undecided whether to continue their journey 


to Boulogne-Sur-Mer or to walt at Amiens.. 


Finally, upon receipt ofa telegraphic mes- 
sage they started for Boulogne at mid-day. 
MR. O’BRIEN TALKS. 

For the first time since Wm. O’Brien’s ar- 
rival in France he last evening accorded an 
interview tothe newspaper correspondents. 
Since his arrival he has been fairly besieged 
by members of the press, but heretofore he 
has denied all callers onthe groudd that he 
had nothing to say. The correspondent 
found Messrs. O’Brien and Gill busily en- 
gaged upon the mail before them. 

‘‘lam afraid I have very little to say to our 
friends in America as yet,’’ said Mr. O’Brien. 
‘*At this juncture in Irish affairs our friends 
must admit that our lips must remain vir- 
tually sealed. But when the time arrives I 
and the rest of our friends here will give all 
the information possible as to the state of 
Irish affairs and I may add that I bejieve this 
time will come soon.’’ 

Mr. O’Brien refused to talk on Parnell, or 
the probability of a reconciliation. He said 
that by saying anything in regard to the mat- 
ter the whole object that was to be obtained 
might be averted. The gentleman said that 
no confidence could be givento the state- 
ments made by O’Donnell in regard to the 
National League funds. 

‘‘Astothe funds subscribed in the United 
States recently, who Will have control of 
them?’’ | 

‘*All rumors abouta dispute for the fund 
proceed from the enemies of the Irish cause. 
No man on either side of the present conflict 
in the Irish party has the smallest fear that 
there will be any misdirection of the national 
funds. The fund here in Paris was subscribed 
for general political purposes, and remains 
in suspense pendingan accommodation of 
the differences in the party. 

**As to the American funds, just subscribed, 
no differences can arise. They, by mutual 
agreement, wfll be forwarded as originally 
intended to the two treasurers origin- 
ally selected. Mr. Webb, M. P., and 
Dr. Kenny, M.P. Bythemthe funds will 
be expended solely for the purpose they were 
subscribed for—for the support of evicted 
tenants. This month’s grants have already 
been arranged forin the friendliest manner 
possible between representatives of both sec- 
tions of the party, and they will go to the 
evicted tenants for whose benefit they were 
subscribed.

Russian Rabbis Suspected of Ignoring 
the Civil Courts. 


DECREES OF SEPARATION AND PERMIS- 
SION TO RE-MARRY GIVEN.

Whatthe Rabbis Have to Say for Them- 
selves—Statements Which Seem to Jus- 
tify the Inference That They Have Been 
Guilty of the Practice Charged—Who 
Divorced Tabowsky? 


Considerable interest has of late been man!i- 
fested in Hebrew circles throyghout the 
country in regard to the peculiar practices in 
vogue by the Russian Jews. The United 
Hebrew Charities have taken the matter in 
hand, and in the East are conducting search- 
ing investigations into the matter, and prose- 
cutions are being made. It appears from all 
the evidence obtainable that the Russian 
Jewish rabbis have divorced and remarried 
parties without any recourse to law. 

These people are very ignorant and it is, 
therefore, very hard to obtain reliable infor- 
mation as regards the St. Louiscolony. But, 
from all indications, the practices have been 
in vogue more or lessinthiscity. To what 
extent it is impossible to tell. It is generally 
conceded that the rabbis who have used this 
mode of regulating their people are most gen- 
erally unprincipled men and have used their 

‘supposed authority for their own financial 

gain. There are two rabbis of the Russian 
Jew class in St. Louis, both of whom all but 
@dmit that they have granted divorces and 
celebrated marriages without recourse to the 
courts. 

They look tothc ignorance of their congre- 
gation to shield them from the consequences 
of their action. ° 

"REV. D. RADINSKY. 

Dr. Radinsky, one of the Russian Jew rab- 
bis in St. Louls, wasseen to-day. He was 
much averse to talking, and although speak- 
ing fair English himself, made use of an 


interpreter. The doctor resides on the sec- 
ond floor of 710 Wash street. 

‘*Have you granted any divorce?’’ he was 
asked. 

‘‘Not when married with a paper (lil- 
oe). ’ he replied. 

‘*When did you give the last divorce?’’ 

**I don’t know.’’ 

‘‘Have you any applicants 
now?’’ 

‘*VYes ’* 

“wil you give them the divorce?’’ 

**Sometimes.’’ 

**Why sometimes?’’ 

**Because when the people are married with 
@ paper they must bring a paper from the

court. 
**‘Willyou marrya couple without a pa-

‘*Why don’t you divorce people who are 
married after getting a license?’’

**‘ITcannot read English and do not know 
what the laws are. But if such things are 
wrong I will not do it again.’’ 

REV. SOLOMON TUFFE. 

The practice of living from house to house, 
as os in Russia by the rabbis, is kept 
wp by Rev. Solomon Tuffe, another Russian 
Jew who claims the right to perform the cer- 
emonies of a rabbi. He was found at a Cass 
avenue residence to-day and questioned 
as to his position on matters of marriage and 
divorce among his people. The gentleman 
became angry atthe impertinence and said 
that he considered himself able to guide the 
people under his chargeinthe right direction 
without any interference from the outside. 

‘*Do you give divorces?’’ was asked him, 

‘*I consider that my affair.’’ 

‘*Have you granted divorces?’’ 

‘*‘When I thought the parties desired it I al- 
lowed them to separate.’’ 

‘‘Which means that you give them di- 
vorces?’’ 

‘*I don’t know what the word means.’’ 

‘**You allow them to marry again?’’ 

**Some of them.’’ 

‘*Do you charge for your services?’’ 

‘*‘When the people can pay. Welive upon 
the charity of our friends.’’ 

No direct answers could be gotten from Dr. 
Tuffe, who, in a shrewd way dodged the point 
atissue. He admitted that he gave y gne ms 
separation papers, and that he married them 
again afterwards, but he pretended ignorance 
when questioned as to divorces and marriage 
licenses. He said that he was fully able to 
rule over his people, and that they were not 
so bad as the Gentiles. That when people be- 
came tired of living together, they should be 
allowed to separate. 

WHO DIVORCED TABOWSBKY. 

A little less than a year agoT. Tabowsky,a 
laborer, cameto this country from Russia. 
He Sppeeree to be extremely ignorant and 
told his friends of his family affairs. Shortly 
after his arrival, although he claimed to have 
had awifein Russia, he was married, and 
took up his residence in tht tenement at 814 
Wash street. Hardly two months ago, the 
story goes, this same young man ieft his 
wife, and shortly afterwards married again, 
taking up his residence in the same building 
with wife No. 2. Wife No. 1 continued 
to live in the same house. No 
marriage license or divorce has 
been granted to either party. Yet they claim 
to have been divorced. It is claimed that 
Tabowsky is rather worthless and that he 
married both of these women for the money 
they had. 

A neighboring tradesman was questioned in 
regard tothe affairand said that it was true 
that two different women at the number 
mentioned bore the nameof Tabowsky and 
that each one had been accompanied to his 
place of business Dy the man in question. 

‘*Some two months ago,’’ said the trades- 

‘*Tabowsky came into my place of 
all smiles, and explained 
ife, and that the old one 
must not buy forfNim any more. Tabowsk 
went on to explain that he and his other wife 
could not get along together and therefore 
the rabbi gave thema divorce. I thought the 
matter very peculiar at the time, but thought 
that it Was not my affair.’’ 
THE RUSSIAN CUSTOM. 

It has been the custom in Russia for the 
Government to accede tothe Jewish rabbis’ 
full control of their a especially so- 
cially and morally. By this practice the 
rabbis have become the leaders, teachers and 
religious des of the Hebrews in the Czar's 
lapdas. ut by long practice and the 
necessity of keeping the people from becom- 
ing utterly corrupt, these men have grown to 
be comparatively ee gps To, get a di- 
vorce from one of them requires longer than 
by the way of the courts in thiscountry. In 
Russia and Poland itis considered somewhat 
of a disgrace to be divorced, and by the pub- 
lic sentiment the practice of connubial sepa- 
ration is kept down to the minimum. 
But when these people come to 
the United States they imagine that in 
this land of freedom that are allowed to act 
as they see best. Thereis quite a colony of 
these Russian Jews located in the partof St. 
Louis bounded by Cass avenue on the north 
and Wash street on the south, Thirteenth 
Street on the west and the Levee on 
the east. When a divorce is wanted 
both parties to the marriage contract appear 
before a rabbi and assert that they, of their 
own free will, desire to separate. <A paper 
setting forth the fact that both parties are 
a as to separation ts given.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 380.—Regarding 
the consular fraudsin Canada, it is said that 
Treasury experts are now of the opinion that 
these frauds in the importation of dutiable 
merchandise from Canada have cost the rev- 


enue a very much greater sum than the 
amount hitherto estimated. The actual loss 
to the revenue ofthe United States has been 
millions of dollars.

Fifty-first Congress. 


THE SENATE. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 30.—The Senate 
met at 10a. m., with hardly a dozen Senators 
inattendance. Attention was called to the 
fact of the absence of a quorum by one of the 


two Democratic Senators who were present 
(Messrs. Gorman and Faulkner). The roll 
call showed the presence of only seventeen 
Senators, and the Sergeant-at-Arms was di- 
rected to request the attendance of absentees. 
It was 11 o'clock before a quorum (forty -four) 
was secured and before the journal of yester- 
day was read. 
THE APPORTIONMENT BILL. 

WASHINGTON, D. C. Dec. 30.—Senator 
Hale, the Chairman of the Senate Committee 
on the Census, said this morning that he in- 
tended to call his committee together early 
next week for the purpose of considering the 
appasssonmens bill. Mr. Hale feels certain 
that the committee will report in favor of the 
aggregate membership proposed in the House 
bill (356), or that is proposed in the amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Davis (359). The States 
which will gain in representation by the pro- 
posed increase in membership were Minneso- 
ta, Arkansas and New York. The two first 
named are represented on the census com. 
mission, and they will use every effort to have 
the Davis amendment reported favorably to 
the Senate. 

SENATOR REAGAN’S AMENDMENTS. 

WASHINGTON, D.C., Dec. 30.—Mr. Reagan 
gave notice to the Senate to-day of some 
amendments. which he will propose to the 
Aldrich previous question rule. Mr. Reagan 
will propose to strike out the provision that 
no motion except to adjourn or to take a re- 
cess shall bein order after it has been de- 
cided to close debate, and to insert in place of 
it the following:

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CAN'T GET CONVICTIONS. 


THE REASON WHY THE SUNDAY LAW I8 
NOT ENFORCED. 


Chief Harrigan and Police Cemmissioners 
Turnerand Small Reply to One Evangel- 
ical Alliance—A Contest Which Prom- 
ises to Become Interesting. 


The Evangelical‘Alliance is about to organ- 
ize a Committee of One Hundred to enforce 
the Sunday law and to provide a fund to pay 
the cost of prosecutions. TheSunday law has 
been practically a dead letter ever since its 
enactment, though immediately after it went 
into effect the police made strenuous efiorts 
to enforce it. Saloonkeepers who violated it 
were arrested without discrimination, and as 
frequently as they opened their doors. One 
man made a bold fight against it, and though 
arrested six times in one day 
he gave six bonds and six times 
he opened up his place of business. 
Something like 300 cases were taken into 
the Court of Criminal Correction. There was 
one conviction. In every case a jury was 
called for and the case submitted to the 
twelve ‘‘good and true’’ men, who invaria- 
bly returned a vertict of not guilty. No testi- 
mony was strong enoughto securea convic- 
tion. Every jury ignoredthe evidence and 
acquitted the defendant no matter what 
facts were proved. The Police. Department 
found its time was being wasted and no 
good was being done, so arrests ceased. 
Back doors opened and they have 
remained open ever since where there are 
back doors and where saloons have none the 
front entrance is being used. The police have 
done nothing since then except to see that 
proper decorum was maintained and a re- 
spect for appearances. 

The Sunday law, however, is rather a dis- 
agreeable question for the Police Depart- 
ment. The authorities do not like it. They 
are fully aware that the law is being violated, 
yet they are equally well aware 


that it is worse than @seless to make arrests; 
it is expensive and accomplishes nothing. 
The authorities are better pleased, therefore, 
when they are not called upon to discuss the 
question, although they have made a record 
on which they can afford to stand. 
IMPOSSIBLE TO SECURE CCNVICTIONS. 

Chief Harrigan was asked what he thought 
of the movement thé Evangelical Alliance 
had started. Hesmiledand said: ‘‘I don’t 
know anything about saloons. I never go 
near them.’’ 

‘*‘What isthe reason no arrests are being 


‘made?’’ 


‘*‘We found itimpossible to secure convic- 
tions. Thecourts turned the men out as fast 
as we broughtthem. But I don’t care now to 
talk about this matter, further than to say 
that the Police Department endeavors to en- 
force every law it has the wer to enforce.’’ 

Commissioner Charles H. Turner laughed 
and shook his head when he was asked-what 
the police would doif the Alllance demanded 
the enforcement of the Sunday law. He was 
not inclined to discuss the subject at all. 

**Isn’tita fact, Mr: Turner,’’ was asked, 
‘*that this matter was dropped because it 
was impossible to secure convictions in these 
cases?’ 

*-We did presenta good many cases which 
we considered perfectly clear,’’ he replied, 
‘‘and the defendants got off. Juries acquit- 
ted them and it seemed ——e to secure 
convictjons, no matter what evidence we 
had, but Ido not admit that the matter was 
dropped. Don’t quote meas saying that for 
I don’t admit any such thing.’’ 

OUGHT TO GO FOR THE COURT. 

Commissioner George Small hesitated at 
first, but afterwards he oe quite freely 
about the muchly violated law. 

‘*‘We had a number of cases before the 
court,’’ said Mr. Small, ‘‘but we couldn’t do 
anything there. The Alliance ought togo for 
the court, not for the Police Department, 
Shough, when you come to think of it, the 
court was notto blame., The juries were the 
ones who turned these people out and they 
did itevery time. We would send an officer 
intoas nob Sunday in citizen’s clothes, 
He would buy adrink and ttren arrest the 
bartender. They wouldn’t convict in these 
cases because they called it ‘making cases.’ 
One jury after another found verdicts of not 
guilty in cases which wethought were clear 
enough and when they were tried and the ev- 
idence submitted the verdict came in always 
the same. There were quantities of such 
cases and the only conclusion we could come 
to was thatthe people didn’t want the law, 
and ifthe = don’t want it you cannot en- 
foree it. here is the Newberry law, that is 
so sweeping that if we had undertaken to en- 
force it the Court of Criminal Correction 
would have been blocked and never would 
have gotten through with its business. 

‘*As for the Sunday law, the ople seem 
satisfied. They won't convict the violators 
of it and they do not complain about the way 
in which the saloons arerun now. Idon’t 
think I have heard six complaints since I 
have been on the owever, if the 
Alliance has any communication to make to 
us on the subject, we will receive it with con- 
sideration.’’ 

The trial of the Sunday law cases was a 
subject of interest when it was first begun, 

the regularity with which the 
brought in their acquitting ver- 
soon grew monotonous, and the 
interest died out. Some of the 
acquittals were unquestionably flagrant vio- 
lations of the juror’s oath. There was one 
case that was so clear that acquittal seemed 
im ible. Acitizen who was interested in 
the enforcement of the Sunday law be toa 
saloon on Sunday and ugh a 
can of beer. He kept it, and on 
Monday he ve information on which 
a warrant for the saloon-keeper was sworn 
out. When the case came to trial the citizen 
was on hand with his can of beer, which by 
this time had grown very, very stale 
but it was there, and it was submitted 
in evidence. It madea perfect case. There 
was not a particle of proof lacking, and a 
conviction was confidently expected, but the 
jury marched in with the regular verdict, 
‘*not guilty.’’ The only conclusion to be 
drawn from the ge ony | refusal of all juries 
to convict was that the law was nof wanted, 
and it seems to bea habit with th@ American 
people to disregard any laws the Legislature 
may pass if they are not approved by a ma- 
jority of the community. 
AN INTERESTING CONTEST. 

A contest, however, between the Alliance 
and the saloons would be meer ening, to say 
the least. The Committee of One Hundred 
will no doubt be composed of strong and in- 
fluential men of sufficient wealth to makeu 
the fund necessary for the prosecutions, an 
no doubt contributions to this fund will be 
received from others than members of the 
committee.

THE FINANCIAL STATUS. 
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A WEAK MARKET—REPORTED FINAN- 
CIAL TROUBLES IN LONDON. 


Discouraging Reports Received From En 
glish Financiers—Advance in Rates of 
Interest—Stock Market Opens Weak, 
Revives and Then Declines. 


New Yor«, Dec. 30.—The news of the rail- 
road troubles in relation to the Omaha 
bridge, coupled with reports from England 
that there was an unusually heavy demand 
for money for the annual settlements, caused 
the market this morning to lose much of the 
strength that it had manifested lately, andja 
general decline took place. The reports from 
England, which yesterday were good, were of 
an opposite nature this morning and had:a 
disquieting effect. The strength manifested 
late in the day was largely due to the fact 
that buying orders from England had been 
received, and that it was believed that these 
were the precursors of others. 

STRINGENCY IN LONDON. 

When it was learned this morning that 
money in London wasin heavy demand at5 
per cent, and that many financiers were of 
the opinion that owing tothe large losses of 
gold the Bank of England would be obliged to 
advance its rate of @scounts, there was a 
general loss of confifence, and while stop 
orders skilifully placyd prevented a break, 
the tone throughout! was weaker.

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A TRUNK LINE OPFICIAL ON THE UNI- 
FORM CLASSIFICATION SCHEME. 


The Pian Declared Impracticable Under 
Existing Conditions—Jay Gould’s Big 
Bridge Fight at Omaha—Abolishing 
Competitive Offices. 


New YORK, Dec. #.—The refusal of the 
trunk lines to adopt the uniform classification 
scheme of freight schedules has excited many 
unjust criticisms at the West, where the plan 
has met with some favor. Theaction of the 
trunk lines will probably defeat the scheme, 
but the Eastern roads feel that they are fully 
justified in the attitude they have taken. It 
is regretted that so much time has been spent 
upon an enterprise that seems doomed tode- 
feat, but the trunk lines are confident that 
their position will be supported by the ship- 
pers of New York when allthe facts are un- 
derstood. A prominent trunk Hine Officer 
yesterday explained the situation as follows: 

‘*There was no public demand for the uni- 
form classification and the chief advocates of 
the idea based their arguments upon the the- 
ory that the Inters‘ate Commission had made 
one. This is not correct. While the body 
suggested the idea ofa uniform classification 
for all the railroads of the country, there are 
recent indications that the commissioners 
are not satisfied with the proposition that 
such a sudden and violent change should be 
made by all the roads. A uniform classifica- 
tion is impracticable under existing condi> 
tions and the trunk lines were fully justified 
in rejecting the proposition. The railroads 
of the country are virtually divided into 
groups and the commercial needs of one part 
ofthe country differ from those of another, 
The existing classifications have grown out of 
the needs of the different territories in 
which they have been in force; they have 
been made by men who were acquainted with 
all the circumstances, and who have tried to 
help shippers with the view to helping the 
railroads whom they patronized. Even under 
the official classification whcih now prevails 
in the trunk line and central territory, there 
is need of many commodity tariffs and special 
rates to protect local interests. These com- 
modity tariffs are necessary evils, but their 
number would be multiplled if a 
uniform classification were adopted 
for the whole country. The commercial 
conditions of a country like the East—well 


settled with generally low rates prevailing 
are not the same as those prevailing int 
Rocky Mountains, nor are the railroad cond 
tions the same. If the trunk lines shou 
adopt the uniform classification they would, 
in many instances, be compelled to abandon 
the rates by which they protect and encour- 
age the industries of.the East. It is certain 
that in order to satisfy the demands of differ- 
ing commercial conditions there would have 
to be an increase in & lal or commodity tar- 
iffs and the practical result would be to make 
the uniform classification an exception in- 
stead of the rule—in other words, to provide 
demoralization in rates—instead of helping 
the efforts to secure as stable and uniform 
tariffs as possible. Other strong objections 
are made by the trunk lines to the details of 
ewes proposition to sccure uniform classifica- 
on.’’

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AN EASTERN STRATAGEM. 

There is evidently something more than 
the force bill in the movement to put a gag 
rule for the Senate in the hands of a squad 
of Senators constituting the majority of a 
mere party caucus. 

The new gag rule adopted in the House 
was needed, its supporters said, to prevent 
filibustering. There is no pretense that 
there has been or will be any filibustering 
in the Senate, and the avowed purpose of 
the gag there is to silence debate whenever 

the majority of a party caucus calls fora 
vote on any measure it has determined to 
force through the Senate under the party 
lash. © . 

All the opponents of the force bill are 
declared opponents of this gag rule, and 
by speaking against it under the existing 
rules can postpone a vote on it just as long 
as they cana voteon the force bill. The 
pretense that the new gag rule is necessary 
to facilitate action and enable a majority 
of the Senators to pass the force bill is 
therefore manifestly false. 

The Senators who are the chief cham- 
pions of the force bill were formerly so

such legislation that thefriends of free

Carlisle on the Force Bill. 
From the New York WORLD. 

The most philosophical speech made at the 
Reform Club’s banquet was Mr° Warlisle’s. It 
was especially interesting and important in 
view of the pendency of the force bill in the 
Senate, for it was a calm and clear statement 
of the fundamental political doctrine that 
underlies and sustains the Democratic oppo- , 
sition to the measure. 

The Democratic theory, as Mr. Carlisle 
stated it, is that government should be as 
much as possible under the immediate con- 
trol of the people. The further government 
gets away from the people the more Irrespon- 
sible and the more oppressive it becomes. 

The force bill does not undertake merely to 
change the character of election officers from 
State to Federal, but also to change the ap- 
pointing power. It does not provide that the 
people shall elect United States officers in- 
stead of State officers, but that the people 
shall not elect atall. Elections under sucha 
law would not be presided over by people of 
the neighborhood chosen by the voters, but 
by agents of a distant power chosen by the 
President or the President’s judges. 

As Mr. Carlisle pointed out, the transfer of 
power from the States to the Federal Govern- 
ment involvesin almost every instance the 
taking away of power from the people and 
the bestowal of it upon a person whots the 
ceubordinate of the Executive Department of 
the Government of the United States.

It has to be said for the Wor LD that it has 
not confined its assaults upon the millionaire 
Senators to the members of the political party 
to which it is opposed. Concerning Senator 
Stanford’s election wo have heard, on what 
seemed to be good authority, that it came 
about because it occurred to some one that it 
would be an improvement upon the fashion of 
electing railroad lawyers Senators to putin 
one of the magnates; that the billionaire him- 
self would be more reliable, more scrupulous 
than hisagent.

ENTERPRISING ENGLISHMEN. 


A Liverpool Firm Establishes Slaughter- 
ing Houses in New York. 

NEw YORK, Dec. 30.—The visit of Mr. Plim- 
soll, M. P., to this country to investigate the 
subject of the shipment of Dbeeves and 
slaughtered cattle to England, and particu- 
larly to inquire into the methods of inspec- 
tion, has borne fruit in oné direction at least. 
It has impressed the firmof James Nelson & 
Sons of Liverpool, one of the largest meat 


dealers in Great ritain, with the necessit 
and advantage of doing ‘their own inspectio 

and handling their own goods on this side of 
the ocean. ony By that the system of in- 

ction here was, to say the least offensive 

thing that might be said ofit, careless and 
not at all t it should in the 
case of live cattle, the firm. has just secu 
slaughtering and refrigerating facilities at 
the Harsimus Cove yards. Last week the 
firm began work and this Week their first 
shipment of several thousand dressed beeves 
will be made. By a bit of hustiing which 
would be creditable to Yankees even, they 
have secured facilities for shipments on the 
fast Cunarders Umbria and Etruria, the only 
two not ye monopolized by Eastman & 
Hammon The State line steamers will also 
be used by Messrs. Nelson as the Cunarders 
alone would not suffice for the demands of 
their business. This step, while it will not 
materially increase the export trade in cat- 
tle, will operate to the benefit of American 
workman in that the hides, fat. and 
offal of as many live Cattle as 
the Messrs. Nelson have been in 
the habit -of purchasing will now 
remain here to be worked up. The stearine 
and oleo will be produced here and shipped 
to Holland, instead of produced itn. England, 
and the hides will go to patrons of American 
markets after being worked up here. The 
reason for the appearance of the Messrs. Nel- 
son here as slaughterers is primarily due to 
the careless methods of inspection of live cat- 
tle here, by which diseased and unfit cattle 
occasionally creep into our cargoes and are 
confiscated, condemmed and killed on reach- 
ing the British market. A prejudice is thus 
created against all American beef, and un- 
justly. Established here the Messrs. Nelson 
can butcher their selected beeves, refrigerate 
and then chill their meat under their own 
management, and be assured of land- 
ing quarters of cattle free from dis- 
ease on the other side in prime 
condition. There need, when the 
are thoroughly in operation, be no repeti. 
tion of suchineident® asone that happened 
last August when alotof quarters were be- 
ing loaded on board the Servia. The meat 
had not been properly refrigerated, that is, 

ie animal heat had not been all drawn out 
before the lot was senttothe chilling rooms, 
where it must be keptina temperature of as 
near 40 degrees as possible. Thefirst officer 

rotested against shipping the beef in its 

hen condition. The foreman ofthe party of 

stevedores would not Hsten to the protests 
of the officers and the Captain was appealed 
to. -He looked at the meat, smelt ofit, and 
then, using the autocratic power with which 
he is invested, he ordered ; 

‘*Take that stinking stuff away,I won't 
have iton the vessel.’’ 

That settied the fate of thatcargo to Eng- 
land. To the discredit of our health officers 
the meat was solc inour own markets for 3 
centsa pound. Butthe Messrs. Nelson did 
not get, nor did Engishmen have to eat it.

CHICAGO'S AMBITION. 


A NAVIGABLE SEWER FROM THAT CITY 
TO THE GULF OF MEXIOO. 


Chief Engineer Cooley’s Report—After the 
Gas Trust— Unprecedented Dry Weather 
—Ooal Miners’ Strike—New Corpora- 
tions—Dllinois Items. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Dec. 30.—The report of L. F. 
Cooley, who, untila fortnight past, has been 
the chief engineer of the Chicago Drainage 
Commission, is made public. The report fa- 
vors not a mere navigable sewer, but a policy 
which looks ultimately to deep water from 
Chicago to the Gulf of Mexico,as well as to the 
Atlantic Ocean. Mr. Cooley declares thata 
channel twenty feet in depth and 600 feet wide 
will actually cost less than the eight foot 
depth and small width that the Federal Gov- 
ernment has been partly undertaking. ‘The 
reason given by him is that 
an easier grade would be taken 
by the larger channel, and this grade by the 
peculiar conformation of the route would 
render unnecessary much otherwise expen- 
sive cutting through solid rock. He says 
there is also an erroneous impression that 
the possible navigable depth of the Missis- 
sippt is small. The ultimate attainable 
depths from Lake Michigan to the gulf, he 
says, are limited only by the supply of water 
which can be drawn from the lakes with a 
certain measurable supply. The reports con- 
demnas destructive to existing commerce 
any attempt to makethe Calumet River, in- 
stead of the Chicago River, the connecting 
link between the ship canal and Lake Michi- 


gan. 
The climax of the report is a recommenda- 


tion toabandon all thought of a lake front 
harbor at Chicago, except for the purposes of 
refuge. In place of the lake front he puts 
the practically unlimited dockage of the Chi- 
cago and Desplaines Rivers and the proposed 
ship canal with additional outlets to the lake 
through the heart of the city at Thirty-ninth 
street, and also near Grosse Point. The idea 


is that by depositing excavated material on 
the lake front 1,000 or more acres of im- 
mensely valuable land would be created, the 
income of which would in the end, he says, 
relieve Chicago of all taxation for the great 
water way. 

Speaking of the commercial importance of 
the project asa whole, Mr. Cooley says: ‘‘If 
deep water existed to-day “from the Hudson 
via the great lakes to New Orleans, a vessel 
could complete the circuit by Gulf and At- 
lantic sea rd and touch at cities which 
contain 60 per cent of the urban population 
of the United States’ Such a coast line 
through the productive heart of the conti- 
nent is worthy of all the time and all the re- 
sources that may be needed.’’ 

MUTUAL INSURANCE. 

CHICAGO, Ill., Dec. 30.—Manufacturers and 
insurance men from the States of Michigan 
Wisconsin, Iowa, Minnesota, Ilinots, Indl- 
ana and Ohio had a conference at the Grand 
Pacific yesterday, and it was announced that 
they had formed an association for the 
strengthening of mutual insurance com- 
panies. What the plan is they declined to 
say, but they say they have interested anum- 
ber of capitalists.

THE TROUBLES WHICH SECURED ROBERT 
0. TAYLOR A DIVORCE. 


A Man Who Had Almost Saint-Like Pa- 
tience—Some of the Scenes His Wite 
Created to Disgrace Him—Suit Against 
the Narrow Gauge. 


Judge Withrow this morning in Division 
No. 3 of the Circuit Court granted Robert oO. 
Taylor a divorce from Mary J. Taylor. They 
were married Sept. 25, 19869, in Jefferson 
County, ll.

The official catalogue of Harvard University 
has just been issued and isa most interesting 
volume of 444 pages, containing much inter- 
esting reading not only for Harvard gradu- 
ates but fomthe general public.

INDOOR BASE BALL A GREAT SUCCESS IN 
GOTHAM. 


Jackson on His Set-to With Goddard—The 
Colored Pugilist to Fight Corbett—Fancy 
Skating Championship of New England 
—General Sporting News. 


Indoor base ball seems destined to become 
as popular in New York as it is in Chicago. 
The New York Sun says that the game is de- 
cidedly fascinating when played as it should 
be, and that the few who witnessed the three 
games already played have no hesitancy in 
saying that its success is assured. 

From what can be learned,the first attempt 
to make it of equal interest with other sports 
was in Chidago. The idea of the game origi- 
nated with George W. Hancock, publisher of 
an amateur paper. He isa robust athiete, 
and a member of the Farragut Club of Chi- 
cago. The gymnasium connected with the 
club had a special interest for him. One night 
several of the members, among whom 
was Hancock, were enjoying themselves by 
throwing things about and pelting one an- 
other with boxing gloves. Finally, Hancock 
began to amuse himself by twirling a broom 
in‘emulAtion »of a drum major. Somebody 
made a pass at him witha boxing glove. It 
hit him in the face and for the instant stung 
him rather severely. He stooped down and 
picked up the glove and then batted it back 
with the broom-handle. Several others se- 
cured brooms and it was not long before they 
were causing considerable amusement by 
batting all the boxing gloves they could get 
back and forth. From this sally Hancock 
evolved the scheme of indoor base ball. He 
went to work and’ made out acrude set of 
rulesand organized a club among his ac- 
quaintances. , 

The first game played which attracted any 
attention was in Chicago, in the armories. 
It has developed there rapidly until now 
there are four leagues, fully equipped with 
severalteamseach. Besides, several teams 
arein-the field which have no connection 
with the leagues. The game inthatcityisa 
perfect craze. It attracts.a good class of 
people. Eath league game draws from 1,500 
to 2,000 people. The interest is not confined 
to the male sex, as the ladies show as much, 
if not more, enthusiasm than the men. 

New Yorkers have not really had a taste of 
indoor base ball as yet. Three games have 
been played, it is true, but circumstances 
have worked against the public knowing 
that there wasa game of this kind, and be- 
Sides, they did not know when a game was to 
be played until last Saturday night. At that 
game were nearly one thousand persons. 
While the contest was one-sided and not alto- 
gether interesting, yet those who saw it were 


of one voice in saying that if properly map- 
aged indoor base ball should have a decided 
hold on the New York public as a winter 


sport. 

Along in September several members of the 
Seventh Regiment, having noticed what a 
success the game had attained in Chicago, 
looked upon it as a feasible plan to introduce 
it in New York. The Seventh Regiment 
armory is an immense structure, and just the 
place for the game. Six companies of the 
regiment decided to organize teams, anda 
ceemee ged ofeach was appointed. A rule was 
passed which allowed no outsider to play on 
the teams. The players hadto be members of 
the companies on whose teams they played. 
There was one thing which militated against 
the season being opened with a bi m. 
The committee having charge of the affair 
evidently had some fears as to whether it 
would be a success, for in case it was a failure 
they did not want to shoulder the blame. 

The opening contest was played to a hand- 
ful of spectators. They pronounced ita suc- 
cess. he players had nearly the space they 
have on the fleld. The armory was wide 
enough, so that the distances between the 
bases did not have to be shortened. The lay- 
out was perfect. Of course, a regulation base 
ball could not be used, so one weighing 3l¢ 
ounces, but as large insizeasa regular ball. 
was played with. Special rules governed the 
game, the most important being that a fly 
ball, striking any partofthe ceiling or gal- 
lery, and caught before reaching the floor, 
should be called out; also, a ball hit so that it 
should go into a corner, where it could not be 
reached, would yleld but three bases to the 
batter. 

The two companies played with all the 
vigor attheircommand. Several marvellous 

lays were made which were entirely un- 
ooked for..One of them was the throwing 
out of a batter from the rightflelder tothe 
first baseman on an apparently safe hit. It 
was evident that many of the difficult plays 
as performed on the fleld could be made in- 
doors as well. Rooney, one of the catchers, 
used a bat which’ was especially made for in- 
door games, being light of weight but of the 
regulation size of professional bats. The 
difference between the two was that Kooney’s 
bat was made principally of cork. 

Whenever a player made a short hit and 
had to run hard to reach first base in time he 
came to a sudden stop, landing in a net after 
passing the basea few feet. 

Other parties think wellof the game, and 
have made arrangements to see how the pub- 
lic will take toit. This attempt will be made 
by base ball magnates and professlonal play- 
ers, They will not play the game upon a 
board floor, but upona regular covering of 
earth. Madison Square Garden has been en- 
gaged forthe purpose. President Day of the 
New York cluband Manager Mutrie are the 
promoters ofthe enterprise. If they make a 
success ofitonthe opening night there will 
be little else but professional in-door base ball 
for the rest of the season. This is the first at- 
tempt to play the game by professionals, and 
the first time the me has, been played on 
solid ground in an inclosed bullding. 


JACKSON ON GODDARD. 

Peter Jackson; the colored sparrer of the 
Antipodes, who is now in California, has the 
following to say of his late contest with God- 
dard: ‘‘I was surprised to learn at Honolulu 
that my meeting with Goddard had been so 
represented as to make me appear inferior to 
that boxer. Itisall wrong. After reaching 


Sydney I was asked to box in order that old- 
time friends might judge if experience in 
California and elsewhere had made any 
change in my style or merit. I refused be- 
cause I wanted to simply enjoy myself while 
I wasfshere. My friends were so persistent 
however, that I at last consented to hox eight 
rounds with dard, presuming that they 
would only e such rounds as two men com- 
monly box without especial preparation. I 
continued my indulgence in social pleasures 
and really hadas good time as a man could. 
When the time for my exhibition with God- 
dard came I went over to Melbourne a little 
before the night and kept =P renewing old 
acquaintanceships and cementing new friend- 
ships. On the night of the boxing I was feeling 
comfortable and fat, but on stripping was sur- 
prised to note that Goddard showed the most 
careful preparation. He had _ evidentl 
trained hard and wasinthe finest of condi- 
tion. Heatonce made a ce that would 
have soon winded me, andiconfined myself 
to scoring clean points on him without exert- 
ing myself tostophim. Asit was he was so

The skaters found the ice too brittle to do 
really clever work, and some of the mishaps 
were due to this defect. 

Bacon was by long odds the best skater on 
the ice. He was graceful in every figure, 
kept his arms where they belonged, and in- 
terpreted the programme in beautiful style. 
The other contestants lost many points by 
uncouth ‘use " their limbs, and were trying 
to do too well. 

Bacon was born in Boston and Is 33 years of 


age. 
Sie is short in stature, his height being only 
5 feet, while his weight is 115 pounds. 

His school days were spent in Somerville, 
and he has but lately taken up his residence 
in North Cannettge. 

Bacon is a born ekater, having acquired the 
art when only 10 years old. He has not 
tgken part in many contests, but what few 
he has gone into has always made an excel- 
lent showing. 

His first experience in fancy skating was in 
1878.

Oct. 29 there was another sale of Broadway 
property, the purchaser being Ged. F. Tower, 
who paid the Williamson estate $40,000 for the 
four-story building, Nos. 23 and 25, with a 
frontage of 50 by a depth of 127l2 feet. A lit- 
tle later, Nov. 1 last, J. G. Chapman bought 
the premises fronting 54 feet by a 

127tg at Nos. 210 and 

Broadway, that is nearly 
three blocKs north of Walnut, where Wana- 
maker’s store used to be, for $130,000. 

These recent transactions indicate a brisk 
inquiry for Broadway business property and 
afford a good idea of its enhancing value. 
Each of these late purchases were made with 
the intention of making the property more 
productive than it now ts by the erection of 
bullidings suitable to the enterprising and 
progressive character of the street.
